learned man in the dayes of king Dævid Bruce and Robert Stews 
art) containe the relation of the moſt famous war that ever fell 
| out in the Yle of Britaine, foughten moſt valiantly for pace 
of 40 yeares, bet wixt the two Real mes of Scotland and England, 
the one unjuſtly purſuing , the other conſtantly defendi ng the 
| liberties of this Country: During which broiles, there happen- 
ed great alterations, both in the generall ſtate of this K ingdome, 
| and in the overthrow and advancement of particular Families, 
the one for betraying, the otlter for maintaining their coiftttries 
freedom and welfare. . 
That the whole Hiſtory may bee the more Cleare, wee ha ve 
thought good in a ſhort preface to ſet downe the cauſes, occa- 
ſions, and the moſt memerable paſlages of this war. In the 
| yeare 1285: Alexander the thirdK ing ofScotland being pitifully 
taken away by a fall off his horſe at Kingbarn, without any iflue 
of his body, and in him the whole poſterity ef his father eAlexs 
ander the ſecond, and grand- father William. the Lyon being ex- 
tinct, the right of the Crowne fell to the heires of David Ear 
of Huntingtoun and Gatioch youngeſt brother to William the 
Lyon.

great power allo, having beſide Ireland) a great part of France 
under his dominion, and the Law—Countries his aſſured confe- 
derats, gave him great encoutagement: Neither wanted he great 
fricndſhip in Sco land, having at that time many of the greatelt 
Noble men in Scorlard Vaflals and Feodaries to himſelfe for 
many lands which they held in Exzl2nd,partly for great ſervices 


done to himſelfe and his father, partly lying within Nerthun-

Having thus prepared matters, he came to Berwicke, and met 


with the States of Scotland, to whom he promiſed to decide 
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the contr over ſie according to equity, Which that it might ſec 
more likely, he had brought from France fundrie of the mo 
famous Lawyers of that age; He chooſed alſo out of the Stat: 
ok Scotland aflembled, twelve of the wiſeſt and moſt honours 
ble, to whom he joyned che like number of Engliſh, as Aﬀel 
ſours to him in this arbitrement. At this meeting by the doubt 
full anſwere of the Lawyers, and number of new pretendent 
he made the matter more difficult, and appointed a new cot 
vent ion at Norham in the borders the year following. 
Difficulties thus increaſing, and the Earle of Holland havir 
on foot a great army to take the Crown of Scotland by for 
(Which their own ſtories affirme to have landed in Scot las 
and to have intercepted ſome ſtrengths) At the meeting 
Norhame King Edward dealt ſecretly, and by fit Agens wi 
the States of Scotland, for eſckewing of imminent miſchiefs, 
become his ſubjects: he being deſcended of King Davids ſiſte 


and ſo but two degrees further from the Crown of Scotlavd, th: 


Bruce and Balioll were. This being flatly refuſed by all, le beto- 
himſelfe to his other deſigne: And firſt dealt ſecretly with 
bert Bruce promiſing to decerne in his favours if hee wou 
take the Crown of Scotland hol den of him, and doe him hom: 
for it. But he ſtoutly refuſed to ſubject a free Nation to a 
overlord. whereupon King Edward called for Iohn Baliol: w 
knowing that he was not 6» much favoured of the ſtates 
Scotland, eaſily condeſcended to King Edwards defite: and bei 
by him declared King of Scotland, the States deſirous of pei 
conveyed him to Scoone, hee he was crowned Anno 1291, 4 
all, except Bru-e, (wore to him obedience, ſhortly thereaf 
Duncan M1cduffe Earle of Fife was killed by the Lord Aben 
thie (a man of great power in theſe times, allyed both With 
Cumnes and Baliet ) The Earles brother finding the King p 
tiall in adminiſtration of juſtice, ſummoned him to compte 
before the King of England in Parliament: Where hee be 
rome and fitting beſide King Edward (after he had done

At the {ame time warre breaking out 
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twixt Exgland and France, Rogan ward ſent Embaſſadors to the 

6 Parliament of Sco land, to ſend aide to him, as now being their 
6 overlord: There came alſo other Embaſſadours from France, 
Ut deſiring the ancient league to be renewed. The King and ſtates 
2 of Scotland renewed the league with France, which had remained 
el unviolably kept for the ſpace of five hundreth yeares before. I he 
bi King of Englands ſute was rejected: becauſe the pretende 
t ſurrender and homage was made by Ihn Baliol privatly without 
oi the conſent of the Parliament. A mariage alſo was concluded be 
twixt Prince Edu ard Baliol, & a daughter of Charlcs Earl of J 
in leys brother to the French King Philip. Edward having foreſeen 
t all cheſe things, had drawne Robert Bruce Earle of Carrtke with 
his friends (enemies to Balio!) and diverſe noblemen of Scot 
land, whe held lands of him in England, to bring ſuch forces 2 
ji they could make, to aſſiſt him in the French war: But with all 
„taking truce with the French for ſome moneths, hee ſudden) 
e turned his Forces, deſtinate againſt France, toward Scot an- 
u His Navie was vanquiſhed at Berwick, and cighteen of his ſhip 
x taken. Yet his land hoaſt by means of the Bruſſian Faction, an- 
the Englized Scots noble men, took the towne of Baiwick,wich 
u great ſlaughter, and ſhortly thereafter, Dumbar, Edinburgb, an 
2 >otitviling. In and about theſe Caſtles, he had killed or take 
x captives the greateſt part of the Scots noble men: ſo that crol 
fung Forth, the blow being ſo ſudden, he found no preparatio 

for reſiſtance. Baliol rendred himſelfe to King Edward at Me 
j Ttro/e, and was ſent by {ea into England where he remained cap 
tive, till ſuch time as by interceſſion of the Pope hee was ſet 
libertie, ſwearing and giving hoſtages never to returne inte 800 
land. King Edmard came to Scoone and took upon him t. 
Crowne of Scotland, as forefeited by the rebellion of his homag 
Baliol. He ſent for the nobles of Scetland, who remaine 
that they with ſuch as were his captives might ſweare homay 


to him as to their Leige Lord, and King Theſe who refuſed we 
actained priſoners, | 

King Edward thinking that now all was ſure for him in Sci 
land, left Iobn Plantagenet (ſome call him arran) Earl ofs 
rie, and fir Hugh Creſſingbame Theſaurer, and returned to p 
ſecure che French war, taking ſuch of the Nobility of Scotland 
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he feared, a long in his army, with their followers. The grey he

In June following 
they proclaimed a Juſtice Air to be holden at Glaſgow and Aire 
he the etghteenth of that moneth : thinking to entrap Wallace, 
le and all his friends, and under collour of law to cut them off at

ty extreamly hated the authors thereof, in the beginning of the 
e- night ſecretly entred into Are, ſet fire into the place, where 
io the Engliſhmen after that fact were ſecurely ſleeping, and ſuffered 
ic none to eſcape. The Gariſon of the Caſtle iſhing foorth te 
= quench the fire, an ambuſh laid for the purpeſe, entred the houſe 
Y, and made it ſure. The next morning Wallace came to Glaſgim 
7 where the Lord Hemy Perfie had retired from Aire the day 
„ before: whom he expulſed thence with great laughter. This 
k, victory he ſo hotly purſued, that immediately thereafter hee 
r. tooke the Caftle of Striviling, recovered Argyle and Lorne with 
the towne of Saint Iohnſtoun, and the Countrey about; thence he 
Jl travailed through Angus and Aerneg, taking in all the in 
4, untill he came to Aberdene, which he found forſaken of the 
. Engliſh, who had fled by ſea, with the Lord Hemy Bewmount, an 
- Engliſh Lord, who had maried one of the Heretrix of the Earle- 
ze dome of Buchan, named Cumine. Thus all the North Count rey 
d was reduced to the obedience of Mallace, except the Caſtle of 
d Dundie. While Wallace lay at the ſiege hereof, newes came of 
- the approach of the Engliſh armie, led by lohn Earle, of Warren 
and Suri, & lir Hub Cre ſſine ham, with a great number of Nor- 
xe Thumberiand men, and ſuch of the Sco's as held with England 
ce to the number of thirty thouſand. Nallace (having with him

from all places, ſo that before the laſt of Sep. all the ſtrengtl 
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ten thouſand men hardned in armes) met them beſide Strivilh 


on the North {ide of Forth, which having no foords, at th 


place, was paſſable onely by a wooden bridge. This Wallace 
purpoſe had cauſed to be weakened, ſo that the one halfe of tl 
hoaſt being paſt (led by Creſſinghame)t he bridge broke with ti 
great weight of their baggage. Theſe who were come oy 
#Vallace charged ſuddenly before they were put in order, an 
cut the moſt part of them in pieces with their Leader Cre ſſing 
bame : the reſt ſecking to eſcape, drowned in the water. T. 
Earle of Marran with theſe who eſcaped , was aſſailed þ 
Earle Malcome Lennox Captain of Striviling Caſtle, and be 
ing hotely per ſued by Wallace, hardly eſcaped himſelfe , flyir 
into Dumbar, a Caſtle then belonging toParrickeEarl of Mard 
In this battell foughten the thirteenth of September 1297. the 

eriſned no Scots men of remarke, but Andrew Murray of Bot! 
well: The Engliſh Gariſons hearing of this e fle

and entred in England, where hee remained all the Winte 
and ſpring following, living upon the enemies, and enric 
ing his ſouldiers by their ſpoile: During which time t 


Engliſh durſt never encounter him in open field: onely 


his firſt entry King Edward with a great armie of raw Souldi 
came againſt him in the plain of Stan-moore: But perceiyi 
the diſcipline and hardie reſolution of Wallace hoait , belt 
they came neerer than halfe a myle, drew back his armie , a 
retired, PFallace for feare of ambnſh keeped his ſouldiers 
order and purſued them not. Thus King Edward left his cov 
trey to the mercy of a provoked enemy, and (notwithſtand 
chat he promiſed battell, yet) keeped himſelf cloſe, till a pe 
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was concluded for five yeares : Berwick and Roxburgb beeing

Scotland thus enjoying perfite lebertie, Wallace being ear- 


neſtly requeſted by the French king, to the end that his ſpeciall 
Captaines might be kept in militar ie exerciſe during the peace, 
failed over into France with fiftie valiant men in his company: 
He was encountered on the way by Thomas of Charters (com 
monly called Thomas of Lengovile) who with ſixteene ſaile in 
feſted the ſeas 3 Bur boording Wallace ſhip, he was taken b 
him, and thereafter fought moſt valiantly under him and King 
Robert Bruce for the liberty of Scotland. Wallace after his 
landing in France, was imployed in war againſt the Engliſh,whe 
at that time poſleſſed the Dutchie of Guian and Zurdeaux: them 
he defeat in ſundrie skirmiſhes. But in fe dayes he was calle 
home by his friends in Scotland: for King Edward underſtand 


peace in Guian, dealt with Robert Bruce Earle of Carrike and his 
friends, and with ſuch noble men of Scotland as held lands j 
England, or envyed Wallace glorię, ſhewing that it was a ſhame 
for them to ſuffer YYallace, a meane gentle man, to rule Scot - 
land, while any of the blood Royall did remaine, ſo promiſing 
his aſſiſtance to Robert Bruce, he ſent a great armie into Scot 
land, and by the help of the Bruſſian faction and Englixed noble 
men, he eaſily obtained the greateſt ſtrengths of Scotland 
VVallace returned the next Summer, ſecretly amaſſing a num 
ber of his ſpeciall followers (who had lurked till his, back 
comming) on a ſudden ſurprized S. Johnſtoun by a ſtratageme 
and . his victorie hotely, chaſed the Engliſh out o Fy fe 
Upon the report hereof, all the reſt of his fellowers, came fron 
their lurking holes, by whoſe aſſiſtance he recovered diverſ 
ſtrengths. The Lord PVulliam Donglas took the Caſtle c 
Sangabar by a ſtratageme, and finding the Engliſh Captaines c 
the neareſt Gariſons to come to belidge him, hee ſent ſecret] 
to MVallace, who comming with his power, not only raiſed th 
ſiedge, but chaſed alſo the whole Enzliſh Gariſons, out of the} 
quarters. From thence he came to the North parts, which h 
recovered with ſmall difficultie, except the ſtrong Caſtle q; 
Dundie, do which he laid a ſiege. 
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The K. of England grieved at this fortunate ſucceſſe vf VVallamu 
and underſtanding that he was bigh'y envyed, by the Earle ow 
March, the Cumines (the greateſt ſurname then in Scat land) aper 
divers ancient noble men e to whoſe honour Wallace renowget! 
ſeemed to derogate ) he ſtirred up Robert Bruce elder , and htha 
faction, N them that Wallace was Bruce: onely Conam' 
petitour for the Crowne. Having ſo made a ſtrong party fthe 
himſelfe in Scotland, the next ſpring he came with an armie ma 
fourty thouſand men Scots and Engliſh to the Fawkirke , ſuan- 
myles beneath Striviling. The Scots armie was very great ( bof 
ing thirty thouſand ſtrong ) if they had been all of one mim pre 
For John Cumine Lord of Cu bernald (who had ane eye to t Sc 
Crowne ) had perſwarded the Lord John Stewart of Boote bein the 
Tutour and grandfather by the Mother to the Children, of t K. 
Lord lames Stewart of Ranfrow lately deceaſed ) to conten fo 
with Wallace for the leading of the vanguard, alleadging ti th 
ſame belonged to the Lord Stewarts houſe by ancient privi K 
ledge. Wallace refuſing this, they parted one from another i C 
an high chafte, there remaining with Vallace no more but te 

thouſand of his old ſonldiers. Cumine with ten thouſand of & 
followers, after a ſmall ſhow of reſiſtance , fled treaſonah| fu 
leaving the valiant Stewart incloſed by two battels of the Eng th 
liſh, by whom ( after he had foughten valiantly for a long time S. 
he was cut off with all his followers. Mallace with his batte P- 
defended themſelves valiantly , untill they were ſafely retire ti 
beyond the reaver of Carron, loſing (beſide ſome others)the nob 

fir John Grahame the moſt valiant Worthy of Scotland ne C 
unto YYallace ; Bruce (whom the King otEngland had brougl I 
with all his friends to the field, pretending to aſſiſt him for rec h 
verie of his right, from the uſurper Y/allace)perceiving/Valla © 
on the other tide of Carron, deſired to ſpeak with him, to who! V 
hee upbraided ſo fooliſh an uſurpation of the Kingdome c 
Scotland, againſt ſo powerfull a faction at home; aſſiited by! 8 
mighty a King abroad. I (anſwered Yallace) intended nev 
to reigne in Sc land: But finding my native Country abando *

I he next morning allactunderſtanding 
d Kchat the Engliſh ar mie weakly entrenched, and in great ſecurities 
otamiſſing with his own armie ſuch as had eſcaped , ſer upon 
 frhem in the dawning before they could be arrayed, and killed 
ie many.

But hear ing the miſchiefes of his Countrey, obtained 
tt ſeave of the French King to returne. and ſecretly _— {ome 
ed of the remainder of his old friends, recovered divers Caſtles
